M. Jules Ferry. . : 


We take the following biographidal notice 
from Men vf the Time; Teehattes 

Forry, Jules Frangois: Camille, ¢. French 
statesman, born at Snint Dié (Voages), Apr. 
5, 1832, studied law ot Paris, where he was 
adinitted to the bar in 1854. - He joined 
‘|the group of young. lawyers who aided the 
Deputies in raintaining constant oppusition 
to the Empire, and he was one uf those cvn- 
dernod in the famous trial of the § thirtesn’. 
(1864). “He also became connected with 
journalism, and he published, 1833, 8 pam- 
‘phlet entiled ‘La Lutie Eleotorale,’ in 
which he exposed the mothod so persistently 
practiaed under tha Empire, of electing offt- 
cial chudidates. He joined the ataff of the 
Zemps in 1865, and wou now renown for 
himself by contributing to that journal a 
series of articles on current politics, a8 well 
as by the terrible analysis which he bestow- 
ed upon the accounts of Baron Hausemann, 
Prefeot of the Seine, who was then occupied 
iv rebuilding Paris, and who consequently 
handled very largo sume of moncy.. Theso 
latter’ articles were republished in book 
form, under tho happy title’of ‘ Comptes 
Fentastiques d’Haueamann.? He had: prée- 
viously made, in 1863, an unsuccessful at-
